I've just been experimenting with the G3JIR filter design technique using 
his simple test rig with a two-pole filter. It seems to work very well, and 
is much easier than measuring the individual crystal parameters. I think it 
should be possible to calculate the crystal parameters from the measurements 
on the filter, for simulation purposes. 


Using a pair of 8.86325 PAL 2x colour-burst crystals (very cheap here in the 
UK) and 68pF capacitors, I calculated the test impedance as 162R. As G3JIR 
describes, I set the two pots (1K) to give me this impedance (as close as I 
could get) on the input and output using my DVM. The adjustments would be 
much easier with smaller capacitors, which would give a higher impedance. 
10-turn precision pots would be even better. I then switched on my signal 
generator and tuned it through the filter frequency, observing the output on 
my ‘scope. I got the expected Chebyschev double-peaked response, and it was 
quite easy to measure the 3dB bandwidth, using 10 Hz steps. The peaks were 
about equal, indicating that the crystals were quite similar. I could do 
with a sweep generator, but the technique I mentioned in my previous message 
using a noise source, mixer and audio spectrum analyser on the PC should 
work just as well, if I can get a higher noise level out of it. I might be 


able to give my signal generator a sort of limited sweep capability by using 
the external frequency reference capability, with an external VCXO as a 
variable reference. A DDS is another possibility. 


Once the bandwidth has been calculated, G3JIR gives a simple formula to 
calculate the capacitor values for the desired bandwidth. A new value for 
the impedance is then calculated. The new filter can then be tested and the 
higher-order filter designed using the coefficients in the article. It 
should have the same bandwidth as the initial, optimised two-pole filter, 
but a much better shape factor. It can be tested in the same test rig, of 
course. 


I'll be adding a page to my web site describing this technique in detail. 


Does anyone have the Dec 1978 QST issue where he describes his testing setup 
in detail? I've turned his circuit round, with a signal generator as a 
low-impedance source and a ‘scope as a high-impedance load.
